Kappa-5 Rocket 
Fired Successfully 


AKITA (Kyodo)—A two-stage 
Kappa-5 rocket was launched 
successfully yesterday morning 
at the Tokyo University rocket 
center on Michikawa beach in 
Akita Prefecture.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fis. 
{INS)—The Navy effort to place 
its first full-size satellite in, 
orbit ended in heart-breaking 
failure Monday night when the 
Vanguard rocket’s third atage 
failed to fire. 

After more than eight hours 
of tense “count<iewn” and an 
initially successful firing that 
saw the rocket’s first two stages 
ignite flawlessly, the missileers 
announced to the world that 
the third stage had not fired, 

This meant that the Van- 
guard became similar to a two- 
stage missile, It was tracked 
to an altitude of 300 miles, and 
roared 1,500 miles down the 
missile range over the Atlantic 
Ocean, It fell east of the West 
Indies as soon as the thrust of

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Three-Mile Sea Limit 


Only ValidRule: U.S. 


GENEVA (AP)—The United 
States reaffirmed Monday that it 
considers the threeantie limit of 
territorial waters to be the only 
valid principle of international 
law. 

The nine-week conference on 
the Law of the Sea, which ended 
here earty Monday, failed to 
agree on any new delimitation 
of territorial watere—inchuiding 
an American compromise pro 
posal for a sixmile limit. 


Arthur H. Dean, Chief US 
delegate at the conference, said 
the rejection of the Americen 
aixmile plan “leaves the preex: 
iwting situation Intact.” 

“The threemile limit ts and 
will continue to be establiched 
international law,” he said in @ 
press statement. “Acts of states 
claiming greater (limite) are not 
only not sanctioned by a prit- 
ciple of international law, but 
ere. indeed, in conflict with the 
universally accepted principle of 
the freedom of the seas. 

The 86-nation conference clos 
ed after adopting a series of 
new treaties codifying the law 
of the sea on virtually every 
point, except territorial waters 
amd exclusive fishing rights. 

One of the treaties, establish- 
ing the exclusive right of a 
coestal state to explicit mineral! 
ami other resources of its off- 
shore ocean bed. is considered 
tikely to have serious conseqwu 
ences for Japanese pear! fisher- 
men in the southwest Pacific. 


Japan, West Germany and 
Belgium were the only coun 
tries to oppose the treaty, 


which will become internafion- 
» taw after ite ratification by 
tT? governments. The German 
and Reilgian delegations oppose

John MeNiell Sieburth, bird dis 
eaves that are transmissible to 
man could become a medical 
problem on Antarctic bases as 
activities Increase Im those re 
gions.

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"NETHERLANDS CELEBRATES QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY 


Royal House, People 
On Very Close Terms 


lf one were aaked to sum up, in 
a few words, the chief character- 
istic of relationn between the 
Netherlands people and their 
Royal House, the correct an- 
ewer would probably be that 
they are marked by a striking 
“nearness” and intimacy, usual- 
ly associated with family rela- 
tionship. 


The Royal Family of course 
ie surrounded by all the gran- 
deur and splendor that accords 
with their exalted statue, but 
the foundations of the royal 
edifice rest upon genuine ties of 
national affection and interests 
which the people as a whole 
share. 

To the Netherlands people, 
therefore, their Queen, Prince, 
and four Princesses are far 
more then mere symbols, sur 
vivors from bygone times, living 
anomalies in a republican world. 
Queen Juliana of the Nether- 
lands is not only a sovereign 
ruler but a mother of a family 
and an ardent social worker of 
Christian faith, with a keen in- 
terest In modern problems. 

One feels, for example, tha’ 
the decision of the Queen an 
the Prince to send. their 
daughters to a norma] Dutcn 
school, where they study on 
equal terms with other puplis 
in a classroom instead of in 
“aplendid isolation,” has been 
warmly approved by the na 
tion Here again, the effec’ 
has been to bring the Royal 
Family closer to the people. 

Now what factors, historical 
or otherwise, have contributed 
toward the growth of this type 
of relationship? To anewer this 
question we shall have to go 
back In history a bit, and trace 
the evolution of the Royal 
Family. 

The first remarkable fact to 
be noted is that the members 
of the house of Orange-Nassau 
were initially rather leaders of 
the Dutch nation than its rulers, 
and they were certainly not 
sovereigns until much iater. 
The Counts of Nassau were 
landowners in the central Rhine 
area, but their tles with the 
Netheriands were already close 
in the 4th century, either 
through intermarriage or the 
holding of office. 

The firet William (1533-1584) 
was the son of Count William 
of Nessau and Countess Juliana 
van Stolberg. Brought up 
strictly, and in piety, he was 
a German count until hig 11th 
year. This eldest son, later to 
become the national hero, 
William the Silent, “Father of 
the Fatherland,” inherited the 


principality of Orange in 
France from his cousin Prince 
Rene, who died without issue. 
With properties of the Nassaus 
in the Netherlands added to 
this, William became a man 
of wealth and influence, and 
a protege of Emperor Charles 
V, who stipulated he should be 
brought up a Cetholic, 

Wiliam served his master in 
the position of Stadtholder, but 
his political conscience and 
tolerance rebelled against the 

reecution of heretica, and he 
yecame the leader of the oppost 
tien to the tyranny of Philip of 
Spain. After his murder at the 
handy of a hired assassin in 
1584, the Netherlands had the 
good fortune to be served by his 
two sons, Maurits and Frederik 
Hendrik, and their cousin, 
Count Willem Lodewijk of Na» 
sau, all three leaders in the mill- 
tary arte. 

Such gifts were of inestimable 
value in the period in the na 
tional history when the rights 
of the people were being ground 
under heel by powerful oc 
cuplers. Then came the second 
and third Willlams. The latter, 
with hie wife, Mary Stuart, de 
came King of England and 
creator of the balance of power 
policy in Europe. He died 
without issue so that the other 
Nassau line descended from Jan 
of Nassau, brother of Willlam 
the Stlent, took over as Stad- 
tholder It ie dificult to de 
fine this post, since it has not 
been laid down In the laws, but 
one may say that a Stadtholider, 
apart from being supreme com- 
mander of the national armed 
forces, Wae an arbiter of great 
influence. 

From the remaining Nassaus, 
who held sway in the Nether- 
lands in the porthern provinces 
of Groningen en Friesland, 
William IV was selected. He 
died at the age of 40 in 1751 and 
was followed by William V, who 
fied to England from the French 
ocoupation under Napoleon. 
After Napoleon's fall this Wil- 
llam’s som returned to the 
Netherlands as the country's 
firet constitutional monarch, so 
that his ascendance to the 
throne marked the end of the 
long and jlustrious line of 
Stadthoiders who were also na- 
tienal leaders. 

His rule was followed by that 
of two other Williams until 
1800, when Queen Wilhelmina 
succeeded her father William 
lil under the regency of her 
mother, Queen Emma. Eight 
years later she assumed the full 
burden of sovereignty at the

early age of 18. Through her the 
threat of . extinction to the 
dynasty of Orange was averted. 
Her father outlived all his three 
sons from his marriage to 
Sophia of Wuertemburg, and 
Queen Wilhelmina was born 
from his second marriage to 
Princess Emma of Waldeck 
Pyrmont. 


Under Wilhelmina the Nether- 
lands flourished and rose tc 
eminence aS a world power 
with rich colonies and weighty 
influence in the commercia! 
world and in the counsels of 
international bodies. During 
World War Il her radio ad- 
dresses from exile to her sub- 
jects oppressed by the Nazi heel 
were a constant source of in- 
spiration and encouragement, 


The close of a glorious reign 
of WS years was climaxed in 
August 1948 when Queen Wii- 
helmina, after the celebration 
of her jubilee, abdicated the 
throne In favor of her daughter 


Princess, now Queen, Juliana. 


With the accession to the 
throne by Queen Juliana—sover 
eigna in the Netherlands are 
“installed,” not “crowned’’—a 
new era began; an era of adap 
tation, one might call it, to the 
demands of modern times. The 
more strictly formal ard out 
moded aspects of Court eti 
quette were dispensed with and 
the cosy atmosphere of family 
life was allowed free play at 
Soestdijk Palace, near 
where the Royal Family took 
up residence.

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in Canada. 

After five long years in exile 
the Royal Family returned to 
their homeland in August 1945. 
Queen Juliena’s third daughter, 
Princess Margriet, had mean- 
while been born in Ottawa, 
Canada, in 1943. In 1947, the 
year in which she assumed the 
Royat Duties during the llness 
of her mother, Queen Juliana 
gave birth to her fourth daugh- 
ter, christened Maria Christina, 
“Marijke” for short. 
Since ascending the throne in 
the following year, Queen 
Juliana, her husband Prince 
Bernhard and the Princesses 
have enthroned themselves in 
the hearts of the people by their 
shining example of simplicity 
and devotion to duty, thus keep 
ing alive the great tradition of 
the House of Orange of being 
more than mere royal symbols, 
and sharing actively and with 
warm sincerity in the daily life

Dutch Exhibit on Theme 
Of Water at World Fair 


On April 17 the much anti- 
cipated World Fair at Brussels, 
Belgium was opened. 


It was only logical that the 
Netherlands forming together 
with Belgium and Luxemburg 
the Benelux Union should be 
one of the first countries to ac- 
cept Belgium’s invitation to 
participate. This was on Sept. 
15, 1954. 

The Government granted an 
amount of Dfil. 6 million (ap 
prox. ¥600 million) and further 
deposited Dfi. 1,500,000 (¥150 
million) in a go-called guarantee 
fund. 


The Netherlands ground in 
Brussels has a surface of 25,000 
square meters and together 
with those of France, U.S.A. and 
USSR belongs to the biggest 
plots put at the disposal of any 
foreign participant. 

Theme Chosen 


“Water” was chosen the 
theme of the Dutch exhibit be- 
cause through the centuries it 
has made of the Netherlanders 
the best hydraulic engineers in 
the world, cargocarriers for 
ages and pioneers of interna- 
tional trade. 


Besides this theme offered 
very attractive possibilities for 
application of the slope on 
which the exhibit js situated. 

In spring 1956 four prominent 
Dutch architects got together 
and formed the “Architects- 
Group Brussels 58." They drew 
up a plan based on the chosen 
theme, 

The main condition was that 
the Dutch participation was not 
to be a trade fair. There are 
collective exhibits of industry, 
trade and transportation and 
also of the arts and sciences 


and in the spiritual and social 
field. 


Emblem of Exhibit 

Jan Bons, a 38-year-old artist 
from Amsterdam, designed the 
emblem for the Netherlands ex 
hibit at the Brussels World’s 
Fair. 

Tt is in accordance with the 
character of the exhibit of 
which “water” is the dominat- 
ing theme. When one looks 
closely at it one recognizes a 
mooring but also the Dutch 


colors painted on the ship's 
chimney. 
Hall A which shows “The 


Kingdom of the Netherlands” 
is placed right next to ‘tre re- 
ception center. It is dominated 
by three vertical elements hang- 


es 


ing down from the ceiling rep- 
resenting the Netherlands, Suri- 
nam and the Dutch Antilles. 
Appropriate scenes have been 
painted on these pvions. 


“Ancestor-poles” are the eve- 
catchers of the exhibit on New 
Guinea where attention is call- 
ed to the development of this 
territory, to education, health 
centers, transportation and in- 
dustrialization. 


On Cooperation 

About wo and a half meters 
above all this is the “Bridge of 
Cooperation.” From there one 
sees a wall dealing with co- 
operation, nationally and inter- 
nationally. This story-in-pictures 
refers to Holland's struggle 
against water as well as to her 
contribution to Benelux and 
other fields of international co- 
operation. 


In one of the halls of the 
Dutch exhibit there is space of 
225 square meters devoted to 


interior lecoration in a modern 
home. 


Among others there is an 
apartment with a total space of 
Sl square meters consisting of 
a sitting and dining-room as 
well as two “bed niches.” The 
architects have aimed at “the 
ideal setup” with the least pos- 
sible number of separate rooms 
yet giving a very roomy im- 
pression. 

The rest of the available 
space is used to show the best 
the Netherlands have to offer 
in this field. 

Chemical Industry 

A number of prominent 
chemical concerns have a col- 
lective exhibit to show its im- 
portance. It is a little known 
fact that this industry is the 
fourth in importance in Hol- 
land and yearly exports 
¥100,000 million worth of goods. 

The exhibit does not show 
products but tries to give an 
idea of the importance of this 
branch of Holland's industry. 

The dairy exhibit at the 
World's Fair includes 24 milch 
cows, eight of which are Frisi- 
ans, four sows with piglets and 
12 pigs, sheep and lambs and 
some 80 chicken. The great 
difficulty is, of course, that these 
are living specimen requiring 
attention all the time. It is 
therefore natural that in the 
pavilion an “agricultural flat” 


has been built providing living 


quarters for four young farmers 
whose task it is to keep every- 
thing spick and span.

GENEVA  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Heads of delegations to a cur- 
rent meeting of the interses- 
sional committee of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade

The matter is likely to be 
placed on the agenda of the 
next GATT plenary conference 
in Geneva in October, usually 
reliable sources said.

Less Fish, Money 
For U.S. Boats 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Amer- 
ican commercial fishermen 
caught less and earned less last 
year, the U.S. Government Fish 
and Wildlife Service reported 
Tuesday. 

The service, in its annual pre- 
liminary review of U.S. com- 
mercial fisheries, said the to- 
tal 1957 catch dropped to 475,- 
000 million pounds—down 500 
million pounds from 1956. 

Prices last year were slightly 
better—averaging 7.39 cents a 
pound at the boatside, com- 
pared with 7.08 cents for the 
1956 catch. But total receipts 
were down. The service 
estimated the fishermen got 
$351 million for their 1957 
catch. They got $369,018,000 
In 1956. 

The 1957 catch consisted of 
about 2,230,000 ,000 million 
pounds of industrial fish and 
some 2,520 million pounds of 
food fish, the service said. 

Tuna led the food fishes in 
pounds harvested—295,600,000.

per said, 


Mainichi Shimbun expressed 
regret over a series of nuclear 
tests launched by Britain in the 
Christmas {sland area April 2s. 
The British action is enough to 
frustrate. Japanese hopes for

WASHINGTON—There fs ae 
yet no very general popular 
pressure for stronger measures 
to reflate the economy than the 
measures which the Administra- 
tion is taking. It does not for 
low, however, that stronger 
measures, such as a tax cut an’ 
larger public works should no 
be prepared and made rea‘y 
for early adoption, For the 
eritical fact is that in the busi- 
ness cycle remedies do not 
work quickly. The sooner they 
are adopted—whether on the 
upswing or on the downewing 
-—~the less strong do they need 
to be. 


It is evident enough today, 
for example, that in the up. 
swing between 1955 and 1057, 
the authorities walled too long 
to cheek the inflationary rise 
of consumer credit and capitai 
expenditure and wage and 
price increases. In reverse, it 
is probable that we have ai- 
mall « waited too long before 
acting against the recession 
which began last summer. Ip 
fact, during the autumn when 
the slump was already evideni, 
the Administration wae actually 
cutting down expenditures in 
the Defense Department. 

The moral of it is that public 
opinion is not a sound guide in 
the management of the business 
eycle, When the inflation o1 
1955-57 was under way the 
politicians and the public resist- 
ed measures to restrain credit 
and the rise of the wage-price 
structure. When the cycte 
turned after the middle of 1957, 
the politicians and the public 
were demanding retrenchment 
which would have been very 
suitable 18 morths earlier. In- 
deed it may be regarded as a 
working rule that for the suc- 
cessful management of 
business cycle, the responsible 
authorities must be ahead of 
public opinion and prepared to 
take measures which cannot be 
popular until their delaved re- 
sults are experienced. The as 
thorities must not wait to be 
pushed but they must :ead the 
way, be it to deflate a boom or 
to reflate a slump. '

Mr. and Mre, Oreste Vaccart 
have recently compiled a useful 
and inetructive book, the New 
Up-to-Date English-Japanese 
Conversation Dictionary, the 
same title as that of the edi- 
tion published 18 years ago, 

the present volume is the 
13th edition, completely “revis- 
ed and enlarged containing 
aout one-third more words and 
phrases than in any of the pre- 
vious editions, 


As a departure from ordi- 
nary dictionaries, this new pub- 
heation has selected English 
words, embracing the. vast 
fields of pastimes, sports and 
etiquette, dealing with them 
simply but realistically as ele- 
ments of daily life. 

The listed words 
only their Japanese 
tion. with Roman letters but 
also the Japanese translation 
of sentences and phrases which 
are inseparable in daily conver. 
sation, 

Attentive students will be 
grateful to find an indisputable 
advantage of the dictionary in 
the parentheses, giving syno- 
nyms for each of the various 
meanings in which English 
words may be used, followed 
by the corresponding Japanese 
translation in Roman letters. 
Without these the many dif- 
ferent Japanese words given as 
transiations of the English pre- 
sent unsolvable problems to 
those who do not know the 
indiyidual meaning of the 
words. 

As Mr. Vaccari points out in 
his foreword, the importance 
of this book's original and ex- 
tremely effective approach to 
correct Japanese accentuation 
can scarcely be overestimated, 
There are many Japanese words 
which, though differently ac- 
cented In speech, are trans- 
literated into Roman letters of 
exactiy the same spelling.

On the Recession 


the bottom and that in a few 
months the recovery will be 
under way. But it could be 
true that we have not reachea 
the bottom of the recession and 
that if our policy ls to wait and 
see, we may be depressed to 
a deeper bottom from which it 
will be still harder to rise. 

Is this alarmist talk whica 
undermines confidence? In 
the old days when banks were 
often in trouble and faced with 
a run by their depositors, the 
best way to stop the run was 
by such a powerful guarantee 
of the bank’s solvency that ne 
body wanted to draw out his 
money. The same principle is 
applicable, {it seems to me, to 
the current phase of the reces- 
sion. To Bay that prosperity is 
just around the corner is leas 
likely to restore confidence than 
it would be if the Administra- 
tion and the Congress set in 
motion such strong measures 
that confidence in the main- 
tenance of employment and of 
profits is restored.

There are at least two rea- 
sons for thinking that we may 
not be at the bottom of the re- 
cession. For one, there is no 
good reason to suppose that 
there will soon be a rise, in- 
Stead of the present decline, of 
what businessmen invest in 
plant and equipment. Unless, 
however, there is a reasonably 
prompt and substantiai rise in 
private capital expenditure, 
there is no good prospect of a 
recovery without compensating 
outlays of public capital in de- 
fense and public works and 
subsidized housing and other 
facilities. 

The second reason for being 
Vigilant and alert is that there 
are many signs that, as regards 
the depressed durable goods, 
the consuming public are in a 
mood to save their money anda 
fo make do with what they 
have, to scale down their debts 
to bity at second hand, and to 


keep theit affairs as liquid as 
possible. Why? Because they 
are afraid of unemployment, of 
part-time unemployment, of de 
clines in retail purchases and 
profits. There is a danger here, 
psychologically not unlike the 
state of mind which used to 
lead to runs on a bank... “A 
decision,” said Prof. Slichter re- 
eentiv, “of consumers to cut 
their debts rapidly could be 
dangerously deflationary.’ 

This is a very vulnerable 
point, and a policy of wait and 
see is dangerous. There is no 
use preaching confidence, there 
is no use expecting a man to 
buy an avtomobile he does noi 
have to have, if he is worrying 
about whether he may lose his 
job. What he needs to restore 
his confidence is the sight of 
the government preparing to do 
as much as is needed, perhaps 
more than is needed, to reflate 
the economy. 

. * . 

In the debate about these 
matters there is an underlying 
issue of economic philosophy. 
There are those who believe 
with the classical economists 
that a recession is a necessary 
readjustment after an inflation 
of prices, wages, and debts. It 
is a painful readjustment. But 
it is necessary to the ultimate 
health of the economy. 

On the other side, there are 
those who believe, as does for 
example Marriner Eccles, that 
humanly and politically it is im- 
possible for a modern demo- 
cratic society to endure and to 
tolerate the severe depression 
which would really “readjust” 
wages, prices and debts. 

They are, [ believe, right, and 
that it is better, as Eccles said, 
“to accept the present price, 
wage and debt structure,” to 
support it by a reflation, than 
to take the enormous risks of 
a “readjustment” by 4a depres- 
sion.

New Look in USSR Papers

AP Foreign 
_ Soviet newspapers have been 
jazzing themselves up a bit in 
an effort to entice more read- 
ers, 

During the last year they 
have progressively gone furth- 
er and further in sugar-coating 
the pill of Marxist-Leninist 
ideology and Soviet Communist 


propaganda with human  in- 
terest material. 
Many of them—as for in- 


Stance Pravda and Izvestia— 
are still as dry as dust when 
compared with Western news- 
papers. But at least one of 
them—Komsomol Pravda—has 
acquired a pretty complete new 
look. 

“it was Komsomol Pravda 
which recently introduced a 
new column entitled “We Ad- 
vise the Young Housewife.” 
The column told Russian 
women who had written in to 
the paper for advice where 
they could get instruction on 
how to knit herself a suit, how 
to remove Ink spots from cloth- 
ing and the like. This was a 
new departure in Russian news- 
papers which have always act- 
ed as if housewives and domes- 
tic problems of housekeeping 
didn't exist. 

It was Komsomol Pravda re- 
cently which got so daring as 
to include a column on fashions 
in answer to questions from 
readers. It was a pretty poor 
effort, to be honest, but it was 
a start. This youth paper, like 
other Soviet papers, has always 
acted in the past as if there 
was never a woman in the So- 
viet Union who cared about 
clothes. 

A recent edition of this paper 
{ilustrates some of the gimmicks 
its editors are now using in 
order to sell the Kremlin line 
on a new basis. On its back 
page there were three photos, 
One of them showed a fairly at- 
tractive young lady with part of 
her bodice apparently cut away 
on the right side. Any Soviet 
reader—-and there must have 
been many—who interested him- 
self further in the imtriguing 
situation found that the photo 
supposedly depicted a Western 
female spy equipped with micro- 
phone, tape recorder, camera 
and short wave transmitter, all 
accommodated beneath her 
dress. The reader having thus 
learned all about the nefarious 
activities of “imperialist intel- 
ligence agencies” would presum- 
ably then peruse the other two 
photos—more direct in their 
approach. One of them showed 
the hanging of an effigy by pro- 
testing students in Argentina 
arc the other unemployed per- 
sons lined up in an unemploy- 
ment registration office in New 
York. 

Now. Soviet. papers don’t in 
general use cheesecake. But it 
was Komsomol Pravda recentiv 
which in an exceedingly daring

innovation for an organ of the 
Russian press published a photo- 
graph of a Georgian ballerina 
with a slight touch of what 
American photographers know 
as “cleavage.” (She turned out 
to be an outstanding young 
Communist.) Furthermore 
though this paper has not done 
anything even this suggestive 
since it does take pains quite 
trequentiy to run photographs 
of quite attractive Russian girls. 
When one reads further one al- 
ways finds they have distin- 
guished themselves at their 
lathes or in their studies or in 
the Komsomol work. 

Komscmol Pravda has taken 
up the habit In addition of run- 
ning interesting and exciting 
nonpolitical news items on ocea- 
sion. Thus, one can learn there 
in recent issues how some 
heroes had successfully managed 
to disarm a bomh left over from 
World War It in the foundations 
of a factory in Lvov, how Soviet 
soldiers worked to save the lives 
and property of victims of a 
flood in the North Caucasus, how 
in the North Urals there are 
some “disappeafing” lakes which 
cause great consternation to 
local inhabitants and intrigue 
scientists. 

Like many other Soviet pa- 
pers Komsomol has recentiy 
been increasing the number of 
nonpolitical cartoons which it 
publishes, Some of these are 
funny but not all. 

Aiong with these devices to 
arouse reader interest there are 
others sport coverage has been 
increased. A great number of 
human-interest photographs of 
nonpolitical content are being 
published. There are articles 
on recent technical and scien- 
tifie developments which might 
interest readers by suggesting 
new products which may be- 
come available to them. Kom- 
somol Pravda uses frequently 
on its last page a large box with 
intriguing headlines in various 
sizes of headline type so as to 
indicate some of the contents 
of the page, 

But along with the new hu- 
man interest material there still 
remaing in Komsomol Pravda 
and in other Soviet newspapers 
big doses of boring propaganda 
articles and official documents. 
Despite recent changes readers 
of American newspapers would 
still certainly find most Soviet 
newspapers dull stuff.

Mock Joya 
Takenoko 


Takenoko (baby bamboo) or 
bamboo sprouts are a table 
delicacy in Japan. There are 
many varieties growing in the 
country, but the most common- 
ly eaten are the ones called 
moso, 

The tip of a takenoko is very 
tender, while the lower portion 
is quite hard, But there are 
many persons who insist that 
the hard part tastes better. 
The sprouts were formerly 
welcomed as a sign of spring 
as they appear generally from 
the latter part of April to the 
end of May around Tokyo. 
But today they are enjoyed all 
year round as boiled and can- 
ned takenoko are sold. 

It is not known since when 
the people began to eat it, the 
rural people have enjoyed it 
for many generations. Take- 
noko seems to have become a 
popular delicacy for city dwel- 
lers during the Tokugawa Era, 
about 200 years ago. 

Kyoto takenoko were famous 
at first where the technique of 
producing good takenoke rapid- 
ly developed. Even today the 
Kyoto produce is the best due 
to the intensive attention given 
to its cultivation. Of course, 
takenoko growing in any 
bamboo grove may be eaten 
but the best comes from care- 
fully tended bamboo farms. 
Bamboo four to five years old 
produce good sprouts. 

During the latter Tokugawa 
years and Meiji period, the take- 
noko of Meguro in Tokyo 
was very famous. It is said 
that one merchant named Ya- 
maji Masataka brought moso 
barmboos from Satsuma, Kywu- 
shu in 1789 and planted them 
on his farm at Meguro. He 
was able to produce an excel- 
lent variety which grew to the 
size of almost two feet around 
at the base. His takenoko be- 
came so well known that Edo 
people came to call him Chiku-o 
(Old Man of Bamboo). His 
bamboo farm is said to have 
covered 22 acres. 

When he died in 1805, his 
tomb was erected at the center 
of his farm. It still exists al- 
though the farm and the neigh 
borhood have now become re- 
sidential quarters crowded 
with small dwelling houses, 
and there is no sign of the 
takenoko farm.
